A new type of aeroplane with wings capable 
of being reduced in size while in flight 
has been invented in France by a Russian 
engineer—Ivan Makhonine—and. is now under- 
going tests near Paris. As soon as a certi- 
ficate of airworthiness has been issued by 
the French Air Ministry, this machine will 
be used for a flight across the Atlantic from 
Paris to New York by M. Gaston Duremon, 
chief pilot of a leading French air line. it 
is hoped to make the flight in about twelve 
hours. 

The advantage of a reducing wing is that 
the large area can be used when the aero- 
plane is taking-off with a heavy load, and 
when in flight the size of the wing is reduced 
and offers less resistance to the air, with a 
great increase in speed. When landing the 
wings are again extended, and allow the 
machine to come to rest smoothly and with 
safety. 

Captain Dieudonne Costes, the chief 
inspector of the Air Union, who flew from 
Paris to New York non-stop earlier this year 
in the monoplane Question Mark, says that 
this new aeroplane will greatly assist the 
development of high-speed mail and passenger 
transport.

Edison was born on February 11, 1847, at 
Milan, Ohio, of a very r tamily, which 
frequently had to dispense with the ordinary 
necessities of life. hen he was seven the 


T oon ALVA EDISON, the inventor, 


family removed to Port Huron, Michigan, | 


y the time he was twelve he was 
earning a living as newsboy on the Detroit- 
Port vron train. On one occasion, when 
the papers carried some very important news, 
he got the officials to telegraph the fact to 
the stations well ahead of the arrival of the 
train. Young Edison thought this would bring 
the crowd along to the station, all anxious 
to get a paper and see for themselves. In 
fact, the “officials were surprised at the im- 
mense quantity of papers with which the boy 
was supplied . But the boy was right, and 
he had also the audacity to charge treble 
rates, and so netted about £15. “which.” he 
remarked, when describing the _ incident, 
‘*made me feel good.” 


HIS FIRST INVENTIONS, 


In 1863 he was working as a “oí. áis 
operator, and in 1868, when he was 21, he 
was granted his first patent on an electric 
vote recorder. He found that his device had 
no market, and determined to use his inven- 
tive ability in future on such things as would

Within a year, when he was twenty-three, 
Edison sold his first marketable invention—

whether he would have the courage to ask 
for £1,000 for it! Before he was thirty he 
was able to set up an elaborate laboratory 
and factory at Menlo Park, New Jersey, 
from whence he sent out a number of startling 
inventions, 


MOTION PICTURES. 


Edison was twice married: In 1873 he was 
united to Mary G, Stillwell, by whom he had 
three children—Marion Estelle, Thomas A., 
jun., and William L. The first Mrs. Edison 
died in 1884, and two years later the inventor 
married Nina M. Miller. Three children, 
Madeline, Charles and Theodore, were born 
of this union, In 1891 he invented the 
motion picture camera and projector, and be- 
tween 1917 and 1918 he invented scores of 
devices which were used in the War. 

The story of Thomas Edison is practically 
the history of more than half a century of 
progressive scientific achievement. The only 
invention he stumbled upon by accident was 
the phonograph. His other inventions were 
all the result of many experiments and tire- 
less thought. Among them was the carbon 
telephone transmitter, now used in all tele- 
phones. They render more faithfully the 1n- 
flections and changes in the intensity of vocal 
sounds. 


GRINDING A MOUNTAIN. 


One of the least known, but most important, 
of Edison’s wonders is connected with the 
revulution he effected in iron-mining in 
America. He was taking a walk in Long 
Island when he noticed a pile of black sand 
such as he had never seen before. He took 
some of it to his laboratory and subjected it 
to various experiments. e soon discovered 
that when he held an electric magnet near it 
activity was excited in a number of fine black 
grains. The mass of black sand was a bed of 
iron ore cast up by the sea, which had eaten 
it mm from the magnetic rocks of Connec- 
ticut. 

Later, when Western ores were beginning 
to make iron-mining in the Eastern States 
unprofitable, Edison resolved to investigate 
the New Jersey mountains to find low grade 
ore which might be pulverised into the con- 
dition of the black sand he had found on 
the sea shore. He constructed an ore-finder 
in the form of a scientific magnetic needle, 
which would dip into the earth, whenever 
iInagnetic ore was present in large quantities. 
By this means, to his intense surprise, he 
found a mountain range under-land with iron 
cre computed to weigh two hundred million 
tons. He took in hand the realisation of 
this vast estate, ahd began to do on a gigantic 
scale what he had, in the first instance, done 
with a hammer and a horse-shoe magnet. 
He dropped the powder past powerful electro 
magnets, and the iron ore, being attracted to 
the side, fell in a heap of its own. He thus 
began to grind a mountain to dust, and 
extract the ore from millions of tons of sand. 


DEAFNESS A BOON. 


Edison was a tremendous worker all his 
life. His inventions were the result of cease- 
less energy—‘‘one per cent. inspiration and 
ninety-nine per cent. perspiration,’’ as he used 
to sav.

In 1929 the whole civilised world celebrated 
with an “' Edison jubilee year ” the fiftieth 
anniversary of the invention of the filament 
lamp. vurope, Asia, Africa and South 
America joined with North America in doing 
nonour to the man who had freed industry 
and households from dependence upon oll and 
gas for illumination. ison took it all with 
characteristically simple modesty. 


A SPECTAL INTERVIEW. 


THE HONOURED GUEST. 


A special correspondent of the /rish Times 
wrote the following account of an interview 
with the great inventor some years ago :—

AN UNPRECEDENTED HONOUR. 

On. entering I caught sight of the grey 
head -bent down close over the desk. Its 
owner was completely absorbed, as, penci: 
in hand, he made rapid calculations on paper. 
Mr. Meadoweroft, himself a very interesting 
personality, touched him oh the shoulder, and 
Thomas Alva Edison lookéd tip end straight 
at us. I was struck immediately by the 
fidelity of the likeness of the picture which 
is on every one of the cardboard cases that 
held the Edison gramaphone records. The 
man that looked at us was colder, but there 
was no mistaking the well-preserved features 
and the round face. He rose, a heavily-built, 
but not a tall figure. His hair was unkempt 


and his clothes looked well worn and soiled | 
con- | 


from work. He was not at all the 
ventional American magnate. Standing by 
his chair, he held wut his hand to the 
chief visitor first; Then the literary man 
and myself wete introduced to him. He 
contented himself with nodding to the two 
others, whom he had frequently met at the 
local Rotary Club. We formed a semi- 
circle around his desk. I sat between my 
two distinguished countrymen. Suddenly 
Edison rdése, and crossing to me, he shouted : 
“You take my chair. I'll take yours.” I 
obeyed, and was afterwards told that I had 
been shown an unprecedented, honour, as no 
visitor had ever sat on the old man’s chair 
before on his invitation. 

Edison was almost stone deaf as the result 
of an explosion, he explained to us, in a 
freight car when he was telegraph clerk 
on one of the great railroads during his 
youth. Conversation with him was a little 
difficult. At first one hesitated to shont, 
but he very calmly told you, with a smile, 
that ‘‘ You must yell at me or I won't hear 

ou.” He himself spoke very loudly, and 

is every remark came from him as if it had 
been catapulted. 

There was no regular stream of conversa. 
tion. ‘That was impossible on account of his 
deafness and also because one did not exactly 
know what to talk about. Edison himself, 
however, took matters into his own hands 
and, in very few minutes, we discovered that 
he was strangely well-informed about Ireland 
and Irish affairs. 


ADVANTAGES OF DEAFNESS. 

He would blurt out comments and spring 
questions with disconcerting variation. When 
we had mentioned that Ireland was the first 
country in which electric light was used for 
public lighting purposes, and Carlow the 
first town, there was the usual silence for 
nearly a minute. 

Then he took us all off our guard hy ask- 
ing ‘‘What were we going to do with de 
Valera?” The civil war was going on In 
Ireland at the time, and none of us cared 
to discuss such a theme. 

There was no reply for a moment; then our 
own great man replied, very diplomatically, 
that Mr. de Valera had first to be caught. 

As the conversation was approaching em- 
harrassing ground, I availed myself of the 
fact that he had already alluded to his deaf- 
ness, and I switched the conversation by 
asking if he found it very inconvenient. 

He smiled, and bellowed at me: “ No; it’s 
a great blessing. I never hear any noise. | 
can go into the plant and work with the 
machinery going and it never bothers me. I 
have ho nerves like you fellows who, can hear 
everything.’’ 

He next turned to one of the Irish visitors, 
and took him off his feet by asking where the 
Irish came from originally. This man began 
to speak of the Firbolgs, but Edison waved 
his Read to stop him. ‘‘ Farther back than 
that; where did they come from”? he asked. 

At that, things were left to the literary 
man, as being the better informed. He then 
began to trace the origin of the Irish, only to 
be interrupted by the Wizard, who calmly 
informed us that we were of Doric origin, and 
he expounded his theory in a way that, I am 
very sure, even the literary man had difficulty 
in tollowing. 
to speak of the success of the Irish in every 
country, and he volunteered the information 
that we had more initiative than the Enghsh, 
and infinitely more imaginative powers. | 

Looking at his secretary, who is an English- 
man, as he said that, Edison added: 
‘Meadowcroft will never agree with me on 
that point; but then he is very English and 
very obstinate.”’ 


AN EXTRAORDINARY BRAIN. 

Having apparently exhausted Ireland and 
the Irish, he led vs around the room and ex- 
plained to us how he had been presented 
with the various works of art. He showed 
us the latest model of the Edison gramaphone 
and also the first phonograph, which [I re- 
called having seen and heard at a lecture of 
the Cork Literary and Scientific Society some 
thirty-five years ago, at which the late Dr. 
Sheehan, Bishop of Waterford, presided as 
Canon Sheehan. I believe that Canon 
Sheehan was one of the first 
in Ireland to hear his own voice reproduced 
on the phonograph. 

Edison explained to us the reason for the 
bed. and it was then also that he revealed 


why he had to change the hour of our visit. | 


Asked if he intended to work all night again 
that night, he broke into a broad smile, and 
said: “ Yes. My wife’s gone to the country, 
you know, and I can do as I like.” With 
that, he skipped a pace or two along the 
floor. When we returned to our chairs it 
was felt that it was time to go. We said so, 
and he offered no resistance. He shook 
hands with all of us, and then, turning to 
his desk, he took up and signed his photo- 
graph, which he landed to the principal 
member of the visiting group. We moved 
towards the door, and, as we went out, | 
looked back. Edison had resumed his work, 
and had already forgotten our existence. In 
the hall I commented on this, and the secre- 
tary stated that he had picked up his figures 
exactly where he had left off when we came 
in. The man has an extraordinary brain, 
and his powers of concentration are such that 
interruptions never necessitate an effort to 
find out just where he was before the inter- 
ruption came.

ORCHESTRA. 


BRITISH FILMS FOR 
CANADA.

S INCE Al. Jolson first made audiences sob, 


the entire programme through the sound 

film. One after another the cinema orchestras 
were disbanded; the places of the musicians 
| were filled with flowers, and their work was 
taken over by organs or gramaphones. Only 
in one Dublir cinema has the orchestra main- 

| tained its place, and in that particular pro- 
| gramme there is certainly nothing more 
| popular. Not only has this displacement of 
| orchestras thrown musicians out of employ- 


| ment, it has also been responsible for a kind 
I of lethargic apathy in audiences; audiences 
| will not wax enthusiastic about gramaphone 
records, and even the best of America’s jazz 
quartets fail to rouse them by posturing and 
grimacing from the screen. It was hoped 
that the change in taxation methods this 
month would have brought back orchestras to 
Dublin cinemas; but the Capito! still holds 
its solitary place with an excellent band, 
which attracts patrons for itself alone. Now, 
there is a movement in London for the return 
of the orchestra. Probably the most signi- 
ficant event of the week is the return of the 
orchestra to the New Gallery Cinema in 
| Regent street, as there is every indication that 
, the example will be followed by all the lead 
ing cinemas in London at an early date. 

For entertainment purposes Canada is 
generally regarded as but one of the States of 
Í the American Union, and all its theatrical 
and cinema fare is invariably sappled from 
the United States. As a variation from this, 
it is now reported that the proprietor of a 
| chain of fifty cinemas in the Dominion has 
entered into a contract to buy at least twenty 
British films annually for the next five vears. 
The value of the contract is reported to be 
about £200,000. and the first films selected 
are: ' The Flying Fool.’’ ‘‘ Keepers of 
Youth.” “ Hobson's Choice.” “ Mv Wife's 
Familv,”’ and “ The Man at Six.” This con. 
tract, at least, makes a breach in the Holly- 
wood monopoly. 

The movement for showing famous sporting 
people in action for the benefit of those who 
desire to improve their game’s technique is 
gathering force. Golf is being demonstrated 
by the famous Bobby Jones. the first 
of whose films may be seen at the 
Theatre Royal this week. He _ will be 
followed by “ Big Bill’’ Tilden, demon- 
strating the strokes of tennis. In addition 
to the usual slow-motion pictures, effective use 
is made of a white Jine device, which traces 
the path of each stroke as it is made. These 
films should assist beginners to achieve scien- 
tifically correct strokes. 


A NEWSPAPER FILM. 

Plavs and films dealing with the doings of 
American newspapers have been prominent 
this vear, and one of them is the leading item 
in the Canitol Theatre's programme here this 
week, ‘Scandal Sheet ' 1s concerned with an 
editor who sets out to “print all the news” 
but it must be borne in mind that American 
newspaper life is fundamentally different from 
newspaper life in Ireland. Possibly, not even 
in America does such an editor as is portraved 
bv George Bancroft exist, but the story is 
cleverly handled, full of suspense and dra- 
matic foree, and with a real ““kick ” in its 
climax. Taken as a fantasy, it will be found 
splendid entertainment. The story is that of 
an editor who prints everything, regardless 
of individual feelings or fortunes. He is de- 
voted to his wife. hut she is tortured by the 
apparent lack of feeling displaved in his creed, 
and falls in love with a hanker. This banker 
is involved in a scandal, and the story 1s 
promptly secured by a reporter, who ‘also 
secures a photograph of the banker with the 
editor's wife. “Will he print that?’ Go 
and see at the Capitol in a film where excel- 
lent acting makes the storv credible. There 
ave also the excellent “ Capitolians’’ in a new 
programme.

Notice to Coroners and 
Registrars of Deaths.

DERRY, Saturday. 

NEW phase of the border problem is 
A dealt with in a letter which the 

Northern Ministry of Home Affairs 
has sent to coroners and registrars of deaths. 
It gives particulars of an arrengement which 
has been arrived at, after consultation with 
the Governments concerned, in connection 
with the admission of human remains from 
Northern [reland into the Free State for in- 
terment or re-interment. 

In the case of the removal of a body from 
Northern Ireland immediately after death for 
burial in the Free State. the certificate of the 
registrar sf deaths of the place where death 
occurred, or in the case where a coroner 
authorises the burial of a lody before the 
registry of death, the coroner's order, will be 
accented by the Free State authorities in per- 
mitting the burial to take place. In the case 
of the removal of a body from a Lurial ground 
in Northern Ireland for re-interment in the 
Free State, it has been agreed that a licence 
issned bv the Northern Ministry of Home 
Affairs will he sufficient authority to permit 


and re-interred there.

Edison. 

By most of the nobler standards of 
human greatness, Thomas Alva Edison, 
who died yesterday morning, was great. 
His contribution to the world’s material 
progress and welfare has been, at least, as 
large as the contribution of any other 
single man; for virtually the whole of 
modern electrical development must be 
ascribed to his account. Dying as full of 
honour as of years, he was not among 
those of its benefactors whom the world 
forgot. He did not, indeed, allow it to 
forget him; for his powers were undimmed 
up to the closing years of his life, and 
continual new inventions made its latter 
davs almost as bright as the days of his 
youth. The great work began when 
Edison, at the age of twenty-one, was 
granted his first patent, for an electric 
vote recorder, which had more of a 
technical than of a commercial interest ; 
and from that time onwards he directed 
his brain to inventions that would have 
a practical value. He made the apparatus 
of telegraphy what it is to-day ; he applied 
the perfecting touches to the telephone. 
The phonograph—for all its familiarity, 
real wonders of modern

dental discovery, herein differing from all 
his other contributions te science. His, 
too, was another invention whose influence 
on the world for good and evil has been 
colossal—the motion picture camera and 
projector. He made electricity a practical 
source of light by his discovery of the 
incandescent carbon filament in 1879, and 
his electric is the fundamental 
impulse of modern wireless telegraphy. 
These are but the chief among many 
inventions. In all, he took out more than 
a thousand patents, which have made his 
name a household and have 
smoothed the path not only of civilised 
comfort, but of scientific theory. A single 
one of his more notable inventions would 
have been sufficient to ensure him wealth

Mr. Julian Huxley 
has given a picture of Central Africa, as 
he foresees it, a century from now. By 
that time, he _ believes, a “ Tropical 
African Federation ” will have come into 
being, which will possess its own factories, 
and, controlling a huge variety of re- 
sources, will be relatively self-contained. 
Immediate action by the European nations 
will allow large areas to be set aside as 
national parks, which, after the century 
of Mr. Huxley's vision, will have estab-

KELLOGG PACT 
INVOKED. 
JAPAN’S STIFF NOTE 
TO THE LEAGUE. 


PROPOSALS FOR ENDING 
THE DEADLOCK. 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Sunday. 
HE Council of the League of Nations has 
gá acted promptly in the matter of re 
minding China and ~_— of their 
obligations under the Kellogg Pact. Within 
a few hours of the decision of the Council to 
take this step the Notes had been dispatched 
through the usual diplomatic channels, the 
presence of the Foreign Ministers in Geneva 
enabling this course to be followed without 
loss of time. ‘The United States observer 
acted similarly on behalf of his Government. 

The British démarche, it is declared, will 
take the form of a verbal communication, not 
a written Note, :hrough the British repre- 
sentatives in Nanking and Tokyo. 

Meanwhile the Japanese representative has 
handed to the President of the Council a 
strong Note questioning the legality of the 
attitude adopted by the Council in the matter 
of inviting the presence of a representative 
of the United States. 

This very stiff note of the Japanese Govern- 
ment is much commented upon in League 
circles. It is understood that M. Briand is 
making a conciliatory, but firm, reply to-day. 
He will emphasise that the Council is master 
of its own decisions, 

I understand that agreement was reached 
this morning (#ires The Times Correspon- 
dent) on proposals for ending the deadlock, 
which are to be submitted to the two Govern. 
ments if by to-morrow the situation still 
shows no sign of clearing of itself. The posi- 
tion will be reviewed once again at a full 
meeting of the Council to-morrow morning, 
when Dr. Sze and Mr. Yoshizawa will be 
asked what they have to say. 


JAPAN’S ATTITUDE. 


In anticipation of the notification from the 
League drawing attention to Japan's obliga- 
tions under the Kellogg Pact, and demanding 
a withdrawal of troops from the occupied 
territory in Manchuria, it is understood 
(according to a cablegram from Tokyo) that 
the Government is preparing a note explatin- 
ing Japan’s attitude on this question. 

It is expected that the statement, while 
admitting that the Kellogg Pact denounces 
war as a national policy, will reiterate that 
the action in Mukden on September 18 was 
purely in self-defence, and that all subse 
quent actions would be a natural corollary 
of that basic fact. In consequence, there was 
no question of an aggressive policy or the 
idea of war involved. 

Emphasising that the Pact forbids anything 
but peaceful means for the settlement of 
international disputes, Japan contends that 
she is seeking settlement by peaceful means 
when she insists on negotiations with China, 
and she considers that China erred in appeal- 
ing to the League before first attempting to 
agree to some terms of settlement with Japan. 

The presence of a handful of troops at 
points outside the railway zone has nothing 
to do with the present negotiations, and thev 
must remain until the menace to Japanese 
lives and property ceases to exist. 


WARLIKE PREPARATIONS. 


On the other hand, reports from Shanghai 
state that the Japanese forces in Manchuria 
are building aerodromes at Chang-chun and 
hirin, and are arranging for a division of 
mixed troops to winter at Kirin. ‘They are 
also raising’ Chinese levies under the new 
provincial régime at Kirin, which, it is 
stuted, 1s strictly under Japanese control. 

In reply to the Japanese denial that a state 
of war exists, it Is pointed out that the 
Japanese official Manchuria Daily News 
reports the courtmartialling and shooting of 
an eighteen-year-old Chinese youth, who was 
arrested at Kaiyun on a charge of tearing 
down the Japanese Commander-in-Chief's 
proclamations, even though the Japanese 
have no jurisdiction over Chinese nationals 
in Manchuria.

NEW MARRIAGE LAWS IN 
SPAIN.

Fundamental and far-reaching chinzes 
in the marriage laws of Spain provided 
for in Article 41 of the new Constitution 
have been approved by the Cortes. The 
marriage tie will no longer be indissoluble 
and the illegitimate will have equal rights 
with the child born in lawful wedlock. 

The Article contains the following 
clauses : — 

(1) Marriage is based on equal rights. 
and can be dissolved by mutual consent 
or at the request of either of the parties 
if just cause is shown. 

(2) Fathers are under an obligation t» 
maintain and educate their children born 
in or out of lawful wedlock. 

(3) The State will undertake the care 
of ahandoned children. 

(4) There will be no distinction between 
legitimate or illegitimate children.

THE DEATH OF 
THOMAS EDISON.

“NO PRIDE IN HIS OWN 
ACHIEVEMENTS.”

R. EDISON, the. world famous 
inventor, died at 3.24 this morning. 

His wife and six children, the physician 
and two nurses were at his bedside when 
he passed away in a painless coma. 

The break-up began two months ago, 
nephritis and diabetes accentuating the 
weakness due to old age, and for some days 
past the great inventor had been visibly 
sinking. 

To clear up the widespread misunder- 
standing regarding Mr. Edison’s religious 
beliefs, his family, when asked whether 
the inventor had changed his beliefs, said 
that he was never an atheist, though he 
subscribed to no orthodox creed. He 
believed and reverenced a supreme in 
telligence, and faithfully followed two 
(‘ommandments, in which were: “ All the 
law and the prophets.’’ The two referred 
to are in Matthew xxii.: “ Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God ”’ and “ Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself.’’ 


LORD MARKS'’S TRIBUTE. 


Lord Marks, when informed of the death 
of Mr. Edison, said to a reporter: ‘‘ I am 
sorry. He was one of my oldest friends.”’ 

Lord Marks is himself a distinguished 
engineer and chairman of the Columbia 
Graphophone Company, an undertaking 
directly due to Edison’s inventive genius. 

“I first met Edison in 1890 in America,”

Lord Marks went on, “ and since then we 
had always been very close friends. For 
many vears I acted as a personal attorney 
for him all over the world, outside of 
America. 

‘“He was a man of sterling character, 
with no pride in his own achievements, 
and no desire to make money out of what 
he did. 

“ His chief desire was to devise some- 
thing that had not been known before— 
and to leave it to others to make money 
out of it. Other people have made big 
sums out of that which he did. He never 
did. 

“The world is the richer for his passage 
through it.” 

Sir Felix Pole, Chairman of Associated 
Electrical Industries, and a director of 
the Edison Swan Electric Company, 
Limited, said:— 

“The world is the poorer for the pass 
ing of Thomas Edison. Having been 
privileged to meet him in America on the 
occasion of the celebration of what was 
known as the Light Golden Jubilee in 
1929, I realised how great a man, as well 
as inventor, he was. 

““ As the years go by just what Fdison 
has meant to the world and to civilisation 
will be increasingly realised. 

“ No man has lived his life to better 
purpose.” j 

Sir Hugo Hirst, chairman and managing 
director of the General Electric Company, 
said :— 

‘* Faraday’s inventions laid the technical 
and scientific foundations for the electrical 
industry of to-day, but FEdison’s experi- 
ments and inventions were the match that 
set aglow the present electrical age.’’ 

General Dawes (the American Ambassa- 
dor) said :—‘‘ Mr. Edison was not only a 
great inventor, whose genius wrought 
general betterment in human living and 
comfort, but in his own life of high 
character, intent industry and wide 
generosity he was an example to all man- 
kind as well. 

“ His is a world loss, and will be so 
mourned,’’ 


PRESIDENT HOOVER. 

President Hoover said :—‘‘ Edison was 
as great in his brave fight for life as he 
was in his achievements which made the 
whole world his debtor.”’ 

Mr. Henry Ford revealed that Mr 
Edison’s interests in the closing days of 
his life were chiefly concerned with 
economic questions. because he believe] 
that the present system hindered the de- 
velopment of all that was best in man. 

Kdison’s bodv will lie in state to-day 
and to-morrow in the library of his labora- 
torv, where he laboured so unceasingly to 
give light, work and recreation to man- 
kind. 

The funeral, which will be a simple and 
private ceremony, will take place on 
Wednesday, and will be attended by Presi 
dent Hoover and a few of Mr. Fdison’s 
more intimate friends.

YOUNG MEMBERS OF 
UNLAWFUL BODIES.

1 following statement was issued by 

President Cosgrave on Saturday :— 

“The Order required to bring into 
operation the new article of the Consti- 
tution has now been made. The powers 
which the Government have been given 
by. the Oireachtas .are wide. The 
penalties for unlawful activities are 
drastic. It is our sincere hope that the 
good-will and innate sanity ot the people 
of this country will reduce to the minimum 
the necessity for using those powers or 
inflicting those punishments. 

“I want to make a special appeal to 
all parents and others, who have a special 
responsibility towards the young men and 
women of the country. There are to-day 
young men and young women who have 
been induced to join unlawful associations 
without realising the nature of those 
associations or the extent of their dastardly 
programme.

THE FIGHT BEGINS.

among the crowd, and a fight began. 

There was a wild rush, during which the 
rails of the platform disappeared. Then 
chairs were thrown by members of the 
audience at people on the platform, who 
threw them back. There was a tem 
porary lapse, and a portion of the crowd 
sang '“ The Red Flag,’’ while Sir Oswald 
Mosley, posing for a photograph, and 
looking down on a heap of broken chairs 
in the reserved section, joined in the 
singing of “ Land of Hope and Glory 
and the National Anthem.

Sir Oswald Mosley and his 
party left the market by a private door.

Colonel Moore said that the President cof 
the Executive Couricil had secretly signed a 
document, signing awav forty millions of 
money to England. He did that without 
asking anybody, and he kept it secret for 
eighteen months without anybody knowing 
anvthing about. it. It was only, when the 
Irish Times published it eighteen months 
afterwards that anvbodv knew anything 
about it. In 1926 the Minister for Finance 
went to England and signed a document 
agreeing to pay five millions a vear to Eng-

they showed deliherate secrecy: on the part 
of the Executive Council.

UNSATISFACTORY DFBATFE.

No theory, said the lecturer, would ever 
adequately express the full meaning of the 
Mass; but the faithful who assisted at Mass 
in the proper manner possessed the reality, 
even if they could not formulate it. 

MASS IN THE EARLY CENTURIES. 

Proper assistance at Mass involved much 
more than merely hearing Mass. ‘The 
congregation should not merely pray at 
Mass, but should pray the Mass. 

The difference between these two ways of 
assisting at Mass could be made clear by 
remembering what the Mass was in the early 
centuries. In Rome, about the seventh 
century, the whole ceremonial expressed very 
vividly the central idea of the Mass. ‘The 
altar was almost among the people, and the 
priest stood facing the people across the 
altar,, which had no superstructure or any- 
thing to divide him from the people. He 
was surrounded by the clergy, and the 
Sacrificial prayer was -one in which the 
faithtul joined. 

Vhey had already offered each one his 
own offering of bread and wine—the material 
of the sacrifice—--and they were united as 
co-members of Christ’s mystic body, as was 
visibly expressed by the presence on the 
altar of their gifts—symbols of themselves. 
The sacrifice was completed by their recep 
tiou of the Body and Blood of Christ, the 
seal and recompense of their offering. 

OND OF CHARITY. 

The congregation did not merely hear 
Mass; it offered Mass. In the celebration 
the people were made aware of their intimate 
dependence upon Christ, and the participa- 
tion in the vin nature was the basis of 
their whole spiritual life. All their duty 
as members of Christ was to be united in 
charity, and in the building up of the 
kingdom of Christ. 

When the Catholic went to offer his gift 
of bread and wine upon the altar he could 
not but remember the words of Christ about 
him, who, when about to make his offering, 
remembered that reconciliation with his 
brother must come before sacrifice. The 
Catholic, 1f he would hear Mass aright, must 
not be content to be merely present. The 
Eucharist must be for him the bond of unity 
and the bond of charity, and he must join 
his offering with (ist. 

The world in which we live would never 
be without sin, and we must pray that the 
example of Christ should be followed by us. 
When He was dying on the cross He prayed 
for His enemies and those who did him 
wrong, 

TRANSLATION OF THE PRAYERS. 

The Chairman, thanking the lecturer for 
his learned paper, said that it involved deep 
and earnest study, and that it was a tribute 
to the ability of its author that he had 
made the subiect so clear and simple in the 
Irish language.

PEAKING at Lady's Island, 
S Wexford, to-day, Mr. Osmond Grattan 
Esmonde, T.D., said that the Constitu- 
tion Amendment Act was necessitated by the 
existence of a conspiracy to overthrow the 
Government of the majority of the people.

In view of the spread 
of atheism through the great countries, the 
people of Ireland, if they were to remain 
true to their traditions of Christianity, would 
be faced with a very stiff fight. The only 
people who would be affected by the Consti- 
tution Amendment Act would be those who 
were out to commit crime against the wishes 
of the majority of the people. 

During last week’s dehates on the Act, 
when the Opposition asked for an alter- 
native to the measure, Mr. de Valera, who 
admitted that crimes were being committed, 
said that they should appeal in God’s name 
to the people responsible not to commit those 
crimes. In other words, the people of Ireland 
were asked to go on their knees to the gun- 
men and implore them not to shoot them. The 
Fianna Fail Party last week, on many 
occasions during the debate, reminded him by 
their roaring and their actions of the scenes 
in a menagerie or circus when food was 
being brought to the wild animals. Mr. de 
Valera, in admitting that crimes had been 
committed, went on to say that the men 
responsible were brave, and that they should 
be respected as brave men. 


NO GOVERNMENT QUITTERS. 

Where, asked Mr. Esmonde, was the bravery 
in shooting a man at midnight in the dark, 
or as Superintendent Curtin was shot, or 
as the boy Ryan was murdered when he 
refused to tel] a lie? There were many young 
men who thought they wanted a little excite- 
ment, and for that reason were roped in to 
an organisation in which they had to go 
around the country at night waging crime. 

Listening to all the nonsense and in- 
sincerity. that went on in the Dail would 
make one fed-up, and, on many occasions, 
he thought that he should clear out of it 
as nothing was being done; but it had to 
be realised that the work of the Government 
was not completed until they had established 
the one hundred per cent. sovereignty of 
the people. Until that was done the Presi- 
dent would not be deserted, and there would 
be no quitters.

While they must all hearken to the joint 
pastoral of their Bishops with obedience, he 
differed profoundly as to the extent of the 
evil which it candemned, and as to the 
manner in which it could be dealt with. 

This statement was made by Mr. Sean 
MacEntee, T.D., at a meeting after last Mass 
at Porterstown, near Clonsilla, Co. Dublin, 
yesterday. 

Speaking at Blanchardstown after last 
Mass yesterday, Mr. MacEntee, T.D., said 
that, living under a Constitution which had 
been forced upon them, it might not seem to 
matter if that Constitution was torn up, but 
it had been torn up by the Amandment Bill 
passed last week. If there was a serious 
situation in Jreland to-day, if there were 
illegal associations, if men were adopting 
courses condemned by the heads of the 
Church, it was because they had been de- 
liberately provoked into these courses by Mr. 
Cosgrave and the Executive Council. 

They in the Fianna Fail Party knew that 
they had only to wait to see that their policv 
would secure national liberty and [Irish 
economic salvation. 


MAKING THE POSITION CLEAR. 


As far as Fianna Fail was concerned, they 
had not failed to make their position clear. 
From the moment of the first sheshind in the 
North Dublin election they said that shooting 
was wrong; that it could not be justified on 
moral grounds, and could not be condoned 
on grounds of national expediency. They told 
those engaged in such measures that they 
were closing the doors to national progress. 

There had been charges of obtaining Muscovite 
help. In 1917, in 1920 and again in lu22 
Ireland had sought assistance from Russia, 
not because they wanted to propagate Com- 
munism, but because Russia was then 
England’s enemy. He did not think that 
Communism would ever make headway in 
Ireland, because there were too many small 
people with a stake in the country. 

It seemed to him that the policy now being 
embarked upon would end in another civil 
war. He asked his audience to consider who 
would pay the cost of the new Act. They 
should see to it that the cost incurred would 
come out of the private fortunes of the rich 
senators and deputies who voted for it.

easiest victory of the tour when, at Iwicken- 
ham on Saturday, they defeated London by 
6 goals to a try--30 points to 3. It can safely 
be said that once the Springboks went ahead— 
as they did ten minutes after the stari—the issue 
was never in doubt, for at all points of the game 
the visitors displayed a pronvunced superiority. 
Possessed of far greater speed, they combined 
better than the London men, snowed \astly more 
initiative, and kicked and tackled in a way their 
oppononts could not nearly approach. 
London, indeed, gave a thoroughly disappointing 
account of themselves. Sellar, at full-back, failed 
to produce anything like his best form, and if he 
found touch cleverly on occasions he often fumbled 
the ball. His tackling, like that of the other 
London backs, left a good deal to be desired, and 
he should have prevented at least two of the 
tries. Turnbull, brought in on the left a to 
fill the vacancy caused by the withdrawal of T. 5. 
Lee, seldom showed. to advantage, and, though 
Giesen and Coote, the centres, made some efforts 
to cut through, they handled none too well, and 
all too often cramped their wings by running across 
the field. Lane, the right wing, ran with greater 


pace and resolution than any of his colleagues, 
but he found himself very closely marked upon 
aimost every occasion, until, near the end, he 
obtained his side's solitary try. 

Behind a pack beaten time after time for pos- 
session, Sobey had few chances, and when he did 
get the bail out to Windsor Lewis, the fly-half 
repeatedly spoiled the possibility of a passing 
movement by iutile attempts to break through on 
his own. While the forwards could not be com 
pared with the opposing eight in heeling, they did 
some good wor in the loose, Crichton-Miller, 
Waters, Morgan and Coghian ali playing strongly. 

Of the South Africans a far different story has 
to be told.

CLEVER FORWARDS. 

The English forwards were always dan- 
gerous, though if Waring and Houghton had 
been in their best shooting form the score 
would have been increased. Crooks, per- 
haps, caught the eye most frequently. Here 
is a great young player. Not only is he ex- 
ceptionally fast, but his centres from almost 
any position are deadly accurate. Even when 
hampered by two defenders the ball came 
across into the goalmouth. Houghton was 
by no means as clever on the left, but played 
his part well. I liked the centre-forward, 
Waring. He is ideally built for the position, 
has a good head, and can make openings for 
himself, while not neglecting to open out the 

ame by swinging out the ball to the wings. 

th Smith and Hine were clever schemers, 
and good at fetching and carrying the ball 
and making openings for the rest of the line.

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AMERICAN GOLD OUTFLOW.

A few weak spots have appeared in Stock 
Markéts of late, in particular the drop in 
Argentine Rails on the disappointing results 
announced by several of the companies, but, 
on thé avhole, the tonc is really very. firm, 
and this must be attributed to the steadiness 
of the foreign exchanges and the confidence 
in the result of the general election. With 
the approach of October 27 it is to be 
expected that business will quieten down still 
further, but trer’ is no reason to expect a 
decided set-back in prices, unless there are 
seriously adverse developments abroad. The 
position in Germany is viewed with rather 
less anxiety, but naturally there must be 
uneasiness regarding the Sino-Japanese ques- 
tion, while it is to be noted that in these 
days very little support is forthcoming from 


New York, which is confronted with its own 


particular problems. 


THE TREND OF PRICES. 

Generally speaking, only a comparatively 
moderate amount of buying on public account 
is needed in order to maintain or even raise 
Ise aud there has certainly been a demand 
ately for Home Rails, Iron, Cual and Steel 
Shares and Textile descriptions. Such pur- 
chases on public account are paid for practi- 
cally at once, and with every lightening of 
dealers’ books prices must tend upwards. 
Beyond the steadiness of sterling, as quoted 
in foreign currencies, a satisfactory point i: 
that so far there has been nu appreciable 
advance in retail prices at home, so that 
there has been very little diminution in the 
purchasing power of the pound. On the 
other hand, in one or two instances—such as 
German 54 p.c. Bonds and Unilever Shares— 
the recipients of dividends obtain a bonus 
through the depreciation of sterling abroad, 
while it is calculated that the abandonme.t 
of the gold standard by Rhodesia means that 
shareholders in the dividend-paving we 
mines. should receive larger distributions in 
the future. 


ARGENTINE RAILS. 

Although the results of the Argentine rail- 
way companies for the vear ended June 
last are in most cases disappointing, this 1s 
not a reason for selling the ordinary stocks. 
Latest advices from the country are cncourag- 
ing, and Argentina is bound to benefit 
from an improvement in commodity 
prices. In time this will be reflected in 
the exchange, the movement in which is 
of more importance to the railways than the 
decline in gross receipts. It certainly was 
so in the case of the Central Argentine, 
‘where the Joss on exchange last year 
‘amounted to nearly £790,000, equal to fully 
23 per cent. for the year on the ordinary 
capital. Including the interim dividend of 
1 per cent., the company, therefore, could 
have paid nearly 4 per cent. for the past 
‘year had it not been for the unfavourable 
exchange. All the stocks are unusually low, 
but would stand at a §gubstantially higher 
level if it were not for the fairly long 
‘period that must elapse before it is possible 
to resume dividends on the former scale. 
A purchase of the stocks now would be con- 
sidered a lock-up, and few people are now 
disposed to invest money on such terms. 


CHEAP PREFERENCE STOCKS. 

Because of the present situation some of 
the preferences are also unusually low 
Central Argentine 44 per cent. was dealt in 
this week at 50, thus indicating a yield of 
9 per cent., while the last business in Bnenos 
Ayres’ Great Southern 5 per cent. 
was at the same figure, and Buenos 
Ayres Western £10 5 per cent. Pre- 
ference Shares are quoted 64. ex. div.. 
thus indicating a return of over 8, per cent. 
A purchase of Buenos Ayres and Pacific 5 
per cent. 2nd Preference and 6 per cent 
Preference would not be entertained at 
present owing to the absence of final divi- 
dends for the past year, while the 5 per 
cent. 1st Preference Stock, which gets its 
full dividend, is quoted about 45, at which 
the yield is over 11 per cent. Debenture 
issues are also low, for Buenos Ayres Gt. 
Southern 4 per cent. could probably be 
bought at 64, thus returning 6“ per cent., 
allowing for accrued dividend, while Central 
Argentine 4 per cent. Debenture at 62 yields 
64 per cent. on the same basis. 


ENGLISH RAILWAYS. 

Practically all railway stocks are greatly 
depreciated, the result, of course, of un- 
favourable economic conditions in various 
parts of the world. Home descriptions have 
recovered a good deal from the very low 
‘level reached on the day that the country 
went off gold, and on tlieir present earning 
power are probably not under-valued, but all 
will see higher prices in due course. Our 
railways have not to face heavy losses on 
exchange, and they have the en oe of 
better trade conditions later on, which would 
quickly~ be reflected in traffic receipts. As 
it is, the market has become Tre- 
‘conciled to monotonous’ records of 
heavy decreases week after week, 
but when these give rise to increases. 
the companies may obtain a double benefit 
because of the extent to which they have 
been able, and, indeed. compelled to cut down 
working expenses. With this prospect there 
is certainly no reason to sell home stocks 
now, and investors are more inclined to buy. 


INSURANCE AND TRUST 
SECURITIES. 


It is rather curious that while insurance 
shares have shown pronounced strength of 
late, stocks of investment trust companies 
have been marked down, in some cases quite 
heavily. Both undertakings are large holders 
of securities, but it is probable that the in- 
vestments of insurance offices are generally 
more gilt-edged than those of investment 
trusts, for the latter undertakings usually 
carry a certain percentage of industrial issues, 
ordinary shares, perhaps. and foreign govern- 
ment bonds. The fall in their stocks is mainlv 
the result of the depreciation in such hold- 
ings, but. perhaps it is as well to point out 
that the market is a very narrow one. There 
is practically no buying, and the occa- 
sional offer of lines of stock leads 
to. the marking down of quotations. 
Stocks of the newer trusts’ have 
fallen most because such companies acquired 
their investments at a time when values were 
high, and there has not been sufficient time 
to establish reserves which could be used to 
provide for depreciation. It follows that divi- 
dends will have to be reduced, and already 
there have been several cuts. Insurance 
companies, on the other hand, are apparently 
able to maintain previous distributions. 


AMERICA’S GOLD.

£120,000,000 has been shipped ‘or earmarked 
on foreign account, and-a large proportion of 
this has gone to France. T us, the latter 
country seems likely, to add to ‘its already 
redundant stock as a résult of, the abandon- 
ment of the gold standard by-threat Britain. 
At par of exchange the amount held by the 
Bank of France is now, £488,000,000, but at 
the current exchange rate it is £617,000,000. 
We are now witnessing a ré-distribution of 
the world’s gold, though it may be doubted 
whether the end of the movement will see the 
position materially improved, for the metal 
apparently flows to the countries which need 
it least. The exports from New “York are the 
result of a withdrawal of foreign balances 
from that market, a procedure induced by the 
unfavourable outlook in the States and a dis- 
position to hoard hard cash. 5 


FUTURE OF MONEY RATES. 

Tt has been stated that America could 
afford to lose a still larger amount without 
sufféring ‘ill-effects in the shape of a con- 
draction of credit, but probably the further 
advance in tha re-discount rate from 2} to 
4 per cent. was partly dictated by the out- 
flow of gold. ‘It would not be surprising, 
therefore, to see a material hardening in 
money rates in America in time, a movement 
that would probably be followed by further 
advances in Europe, but the advance would 
have to be very substantial before any effeet 
is likely to be produced in London, where 
the current rate is still very much above that 
tuling in America and France.

DUBLIN QUIET. 


INDUSTRIALS FIRM. 


Outside the Industrial section, very little 
was done on Dublin Stock Exchange on 
Saturday. Land Bonds and War Loan Fives 
responded to the good tone in London. 

Guinness Units dropped another threepence 
on one marking, and National Banks were 
easier. Rails produced no feature, and ‘Tram 
Prefs. were unaltered. 

Among the Industrials, Courtaulds were 
very firm and touched 40s., and the Tobacco 
shares both scored substantial advances. 
Bradford Dyers likewise closed a shilling 
better and both the Unmilevers improved. 
Chemical Ord. repeated the last price, and 
Shells were good at 43s.

Strong conditions characterised all sections 

of the London Stock markets uu Suturday, 
and with quotations finishing at or about the 
best of the day a long list of substantial im- 
provements was shown. Quite an active 
business was transacted; indeed, this was, 
perhaps, the most active Saturday since 
opening on the sixth day was resumed. Buyers 
appeared in practically all the markets, and 
prices rose steadily from the commencement. 
A number of outstanding features of strength 
were apparent, sipoctally amon, Industrials, 
where Textiles, Motors and Electrical descrip- 
tions came in for increased attention, while 
Cables and Wireless marked a further sharp 
advance. Oill shares also attracted good sup- 
port at steadily improving values, and Mines 
where changed generally showed a margin in 
favour of holders. 
_ Gilt-edged Securities were firm under the 
influence of the improvement in the pound in 
the majority of the leading foreign centres, 
while the more settled views iu connection 
with the election served to accentuate the 
upward trend, so that at the end values were 
appreciably harder all round. India stocks 
were guiet and steady, and Colonial Govern- 
ment stocks showed no material change, 
though Australians easily maintained their 
enhanced values. With the exception of 
German issues, which showed a firm front, 
Foreign Government stocks were mostly quiet 
and steady. Spanish Fonrs, however, were 
a dull market, the final value of 40 x.d. being 
no less than 44 points beluw Friday’s quota- 
tion, while Czecho-Slovakia Bonds lost a part 
of their recent advance. Renewed support 
was encountered among British Rails, and 
with the market in shoit supply substantially 
improved values were returned all round. 
Colonial and Foreign Rails again attracted but 
scanty attention, and further recessions were 
marked among the Buenos Avres issues. 
American Rails enjoyed a sharp ‘recovery on 
the better advices from America.

being taken of the German position since the 
vote in favour of the Briim‘ug Government 
andi the modification of Dr. Schacht’s 
criticism, In the light of what has been 
said above, an early revival of interest in 
the shares of gold companies does not appear 
likely. The tendency towards improvement 
in commodities suggests that base metal 
issues offer better possibilities.

Their recovery is only a question of time, 
and I believe the ideal of a 4 per cent. yield 
basis for the long-dated loans will be 
realised eventually. 


LOSSES ON EXCHANGE. 

The full accounts are now available of the 
Central Argentine Railway, and they show 
that the fall in receipts of about £370,000 
was more than offset by reduced working ex- 
penses, with the result that the net receipts 
were higher at £3,014,755 against £2,927,861. 
It was found necessary. however, to provide 
no less a sum than £789,915 as a provision 
for differences in exchange, against only 
£124.905 in the previous year, The accounts 
of the B.A. estern Company show that 
although the Preference dividends were paid 
they were not fully earned. Exchange loss 
and the amount allocated to meet. differences 
total £300.886, of which £103,847 is found 
by a transfer from the reserve fund. In the 
result the carry-forward is reduced from 
£501,402 to £62,353. The exchange problem 
is the most serious factor with which these 
British-owned railway companies in Argen- 
tina have to contend (says The Observer). 
The fact that sterling is off the gold stan. 
dard may help to reduce the loss on this 
account, although the severe restrictions 
which have now been placed on exchange 
operations in the Argentine will make the 
position more difficult. So far the exchange 
with this country has improved from 
to the Argentine dollar to nearly 33d. One 
encouraging feature is the fact that the 
traffic receipts are steadily improving, and 
will, it may be hoped, soon show an increase 
in revenue as compared with last year. 


LOWER BANK RATES. 

The Swedish discount rate is to be reduced 
from 7 to 6 per cent. as from to-day (Mon- 
dav). The National Bank of Norway has 
reduced its rate of discount from 7 per cent. 
to 6 per cent. The previous rate for Sweden 
was changed on October 8, and for Norway 
on October 7, from § per cent. in each case. 


NEW YORK INTEREST RATES. 

Interest rates on foreign deposits in New 
York were increased on Saturday by } per 
cent.; lá per cent. is offered to foreign 
Governments and cetitral banks and 1 per 
cent. to individuals, firms, etc. Time de- 
posits are offered at 2 per cent. for all.
